Forage For Growing Pigs. 

Much has been said and written re- 
garding the economy of providing siic 
colent forage for the growing of pigs 
In the sumsMr season, yet a great 
many farmeihi coniiniie to keep their 
pigs coutiut'd in a small pen or yard 
with little, tf anj, green feed eTnll- 
able.

The baggage Is then turned over to 
the special agent, who notifieb the rail- 
road official that he has recovered the 
stolen goods. 

If a frelrht car Is rohhed the 
cial agent pursues the same tacHcaL 
He finds out where the car wee 
sealed and the place where the car 
reported as having Us seal broken 

The r'<^li<-e or ronstables in the coun- 
try between the two points are notl-

property it is usually police officers 
who trace aad arrest tho«e enflty.
